Case 36IOO - Paul R. Reuhausser 



1. As the first step in ansvering the reqtxirsnants of tt/O, ve con- 
tacted the Probate Court of HndJLton County, Cincinnati! «»d examined the 
last vill and testament of Reuhmuaser, and the public records resulting 
from the probate of that vill. There is no indication in the records of 
any transfer of fond* from Magdelein Reuhausser to Xngeborg Pelfe* There 
is an indication that the loan of $5,000 to Otto and Charlotte Hofftaaim 
vms repaid. The loan vas made subject to an interest rste of'10]L There 
is no further identification of Otto and Charlotte Hoffmann, but a check 
of the Cincinnati phone directory indicates that an Otto Hoffmann lives in 
Borth College Rill in reasonably dose proximity to the Reuhausser resi- 
dence. Be may or may not be the same individual. 

2. Sources at the local office of the loaigratlon A naturalisation 
8errics advise us that they have no record on Paul R. Reuhausser or his 
vlfe, Kagdeleln. This indicates that naturalisation procedures probably 
occ ur red elsevhere in the US on Paxil Reuhausser, and may have also occurred 
elsewhere on his vlfe if she ias not born in the US. 

3* The following information obtained from the Probate records may be 
of value to the requestor! 

a. Paul Richard Reuhausser vas born in 1891; no more specific date 
nor place of birth is given. His profession was watch-maker and he 
died an 19 August, 1957 > of e heart attack. 

b. His last vill and testament was presented to the Probate Court 
of Hamilton County on 28 August, 1957* end admitted to Probate on 

7 Septeaber, 1957, identified u Krtate Mo. 210836. The last vill and 
testawent vas a staple, standard docuaent indicating that: 

(1) all Just dehta and expenses were to be paid; 

(2) the entire balance of the estate vas to go to Mrs. Reuhausser; 

(3) Mrs. Reuhausser vas to be the executrix. 

The vill vas drawn 10 October 1952, and signed by Joseph A. Ruscbe, HR 15, 
Aaberley Village, Cincinnati 36, and Robert 0. Ludeka , 3216 Bishop 8t . , 
Cincinnati, aa vi bnca.es . Folloving the presentation of the vill to the 
Probate Court, Janes B. Swing and Richard A. Morris attested on 31 August 

1957 to the signature of Ludeke, since Ludake «i then deceased. 
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c. A preliminary check of tbs estate Indicated a tentative .balance 
of approximately $k 0 , 000 . Subsequently, an 27 January 1950, the gross 
value of the estate use appraised at $41,311.32. Costs of adnlnlstra- 
tlon issre glren as $ 8 , 820 . 05 , and the actual aarkst value of the estate 
sas certified at $32,k91.27. The estate consisted of the follovlng:

All of the above accounts vere in the names of Paul R. 
or Mcg&alain Heuhaussar. As a consequence, one-half of 
each account vas allotted to the vidov vithout taxation. 
The balance vas taxed in the settlement of the estate.

Company of $533«k0. 

The final accounting of the estate shove, under cash receipts, the re- 
ceipt on 11 Bovember 1957 of a promissory note dated 2/27/57 the 
amount of $5,000 vith interest at from Otto end Charlotte Hoff m a nn . 
The final accounting also sbovs disbursements in the amount of $500, 
$2,000, and $3,000 to the vidov on 16 January 195® • Probate Court offi- 
cials explained that these amounts vere disbursed under various lavs of 
the State of Ohio alloving certain tax free disbursements prior to final 
probate and taxation.

V. We are not certain that the above- lnforaatlon is a contribution to 
the needs of B/O. However, we suhslt it as an interim report and seek your 
guidance on additional notion which we sight take. Bering identified the 
banka; of probable Interest, it occurs to us that it any be aore seenly for 
Security Division to follow up to obtain the details of recent transactions 
involving those accounts. We do not hare cleared contacts at any of the bank- 
ing institutions Mentioned. We have not checked local FBI contacts on the 
various personalities of Interest but can do so if it is desired that we con- 
tinue action on this oase. One additional lead of possible interest sight be 
Mrs. Beuhsusser's attorney, David H. Peterson, 1649 Larch Aw*., Cincinnati 24, 
Ohio, who handled all details of tbs probata action. 
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
